Yossische Zeitung he describes Germany's economic dilemma] 
in *uch graphic terms that the least instruced should be able to j 
grasp his conclusion that the root of the trouble is not inflation: 
but deficiency of production.

Money is but one kind of token (of wealth) and the other, 
t kinds have increased immensely since the French Revolution,: 


when currency inflation was relatively more important than' 
aow. At present almost everything of value is ticketed with its 
paper token, and to get the true value of the mark one should' 
divide the real wealth of Germany by the total sum represented 
by these tokens. He assumes that before the war this real!
